ras, Prince Alexander Hypsilantes, who 
Jia<l been chosen chief of the principal 
secret society of revolutionists, pro- 
claimed Greece a free and independent 
nation and called upon all patriotic 
H«llenes to flock to his standard and 
throw off the hated Turkish yoke. Al- 
though the war for independence that 
followed was disastrous to tlie Greeks, 
and) Alexander was 
forced 
to 
flee 


to Austria, -the day has 
ever since 


been celebrated 
'by the Greeks. 
For 


eight years the struggles continued, 
the atrocities "and inhuman cruelties 
of th* Moslem* winning for Greece 
the sympathy, of th« civilized world. 
From 'many lands friends of liberty. 
Clocked, to Greece, Lord Byron being 
among- the soldier* of treedom who en- 
Usted under- her banners. Groat Brit- 
ain, Russia and France interfered in 
behalf of the Greeks and in 1S29 the 
Pofte was compelled by the treaty of 
AdrLanople, to acknowledge the inde- 
pendence of Greece.

Bavaria, a scion of a royal family of 
mad men, reigned from 1833 until 50 
years ago, when he was expelled from 
the kingdom.

QUSBCLEANING, in its old-time meaning, is becoming more and 


more a thing" of the past, like stoves that burn wood, and oil 
*Iamps, and such inconveniences of archaic times. With hardwood 
floors, and-rugs, and vacuum cleaners, and gas or electric ranges, 


and very possibly, the house heated from, a central plant, the old-time 
twice-a-year-upheayal of the entire house is no longer necessary. 
: 
Then, too, other things besides labor-saving helps enter into living 


today to simplify the housecleaning problem. The modern woman no 
longer keeps a lot of things for which' she has no use, to be handled 
every time'housecleaning. time comes round. When she is through with' 
clothing or furniture :or books or magazines, she disposes of, them. 
And 


thus her house is practics.lly clear, of rubbish. 
But with the most practical, up-to-date method of living, some work 


in the nature of housecleaning has to-be done, as the spring conies on. 
And the time is drawing near to think upon the subject. 


And the first thing to do is to think. 
Thought should always precede 


action, if the action is .to be. to the point. A woman should take sufficient 
time to deliberately go over mentally all that is to be done, and to plan 
out her housecleaning campaign as carefully as a general plans a battl*. 


She should plan it so there will be no confvision in the work, BO.that 


the rooms that are cleaned will not be tramped through and upset w.hen 
cleaning other rooms. 
She should take into consideration 'the .various 


^groups .of work that must be done. 
There is not only scrubbing, and 


cleaning paint, and beating carpets to be done; but there .are clothes tc 
.be put away from moths, furniture to re-upholster, or, perhaps, stain and 
varnish. '.;The wtndow shades all over the house may need cleaning". Ai: 
the work should be planned, so that it will be done at the psychological 
moment, and not so soon or so late that it- gets entangled with other 
work, and causes double-labor. For-instance, there is no use in getting 
the clothes all nicely put away fi-»m, moths. In a room, where they wi 
have to be handled all over again when the room is cleaned.. One house 
keeper, who cleans houso without much planning, puts her clothes al 
carefully away In bags and hangs them in the attic. Then, when the attic 
Is cleaned, they all have to be moved.

The principles of efficiency need to be applied to housecleaning quite 


as much as to running a factory or making locomotives. Don't make two 
movements to do a piece of work, .when, with a little forethought, one 
movement will d o . , . , . - . . 
All this means thinking. But if a woman will sit down with penci 


and paper, and Jot down what has to be done, group It, classify It, follow 
mentally each task, and dovetail all parts together, BO that there are n 
loose-,ends and useless going backward and forward, she will find he 
housee'eaning going aa easily and satisfactorily as a boat slides down 
its skids into the water. And if it is done In this thorough-going, bus! 
noes-like way, much of tha discomfort and tiresomeness of It Is taken out

A CAREFUL study of the situation In* 
f\ 
dlcates that oo-operative laundries 


In connection with co-operative'cream- 


. erlea may reaeonably.be expected within 
the next few years. It appears that the 
total cost of a 
laundry equipped to 


wafti and dry all of the clothes of from 
100 to 800 families heed not exceed 
$8,000. and that the total cost of oper- 
ating such a laundry, Including 10 per 
cent depreciation. 8 per cent Interest, 
fuel, labor and loss of clothe*, need not 
exceed $3,600. If such a laundry were 
serving 150 families, the cost would be 
approximately $24 per family per year, 
or 50 cents per week. Subtracting from 
this the cost of fuel, soap and machines?, 
now used doing the washing on each 
farm, It would seem that the amount the 
women of the farms now save by their 
heavy washing Is ridiculously small, only 
$10 to $15 per year for the average fam- 
ily.

NE of the first step* toward good 


farming la the Bowing of pure 


seed. No parson should BOW seed until 
he knows what h* Is planting. A large, 
percentage of the weeds are put on the 
farm by actually sowing the weed seeds 
with the farm or garden crop. 


It should be emphasized that every 


farmer "should have a purity and ger- 
mination test of his seed before If.w 
planted. This test may be made either 
by the farmer himself or by the seed 
laboratory at his experiment station. 


A purity test should show the fol- 


lowing facts; 
. ..-i,j 


1. Percentage of pure seed. 
2. Percentage of weed seeds. 


HINTS ON SEED TESTING 


8. Percentage of dirt, chaff, etc, ' 
4. Kind of weed seeds. 
A germination test should show the 


following facts: 


1. Percentage of seed that will ger- 


minate. 


St. In seed like clover and alfalfa! the 


percentage of "hard seeds."

A few hints regarding the selection ot 


proper seed for planting are here given: 


.1. Be very careful In your selection 


of bro'me grass seed. It very often con- 
tains quack grass seed. 
t. In buying Imported alfalfa or red 


clover seed, be sure that it contains no 
dodder seeds; also examine It carefully 
to eee whether or not It Is mixed with 


. seeds of sweet clover 'or yellow trefoil. , 


, 8. Kentucky blue grass seed Is often 
adulterated with seeds of Canada blue 
grass. The average person cannot dis- 
tinguish the difference between these 


Beads. £ seed laboratory test should be 
made, 


4. Examine seeds of alslke clover, 


white clover, red clover, timothy and 
lawn grass seed, for seeds ot Canada 
thistle. 


6, Flaxneed sometimes contains dod- 


der. But the common weed seed which 
is found in flax is the'seed of false flax. 


6. Millet seed Is often badly mixed 


with seeds of yellow and green foxtail. 


7. . The appearance of buckhorn plan- 


tain seed In red clover or alfalfa seed 
is an Indication that the seed Is Im- 
ported. 


8. In buying red top seed be. sure 
that you are not getting three-fourth* 
dirt and chaff. 


9. Wild oata Is most commonly found 


In the tame oat seed. 


10. Mustard seed Is most commonly 


found In the seed of the red clover. 


11. In a germination test of clovers 


and alfalfa, the percentage of "hard 
seeds" should be determined. 
These 


hard seeds do not decay, nor do they 
germinate, unless the seed coat Is brok- 
en In some way. Often the percentage 
of "hard seeds" la aa much as 50 per 
cent 


12. Corn should be tested by the "in- 


dividual ear. method." Bulk testa of corn 
are not safe. 


18. Weak sprouts 
should not 
be 


counted as germinated, as a weak plant 
will be the result.

effort that has given • very satisfactory 
results. 
Alfred Carlstad of Dassel. In 


describing the bassel Egg Marketing 
association, has the following to _say: 
"We started the association -with sixty 
members; we now have .-eighty. During 
the past eight months" the association 
has handled 22.000 dozen eggs. It has 
paid for these . 1,4,480, or 22 cents per 
dozen. At the regular market the same 
eggs -would have brought approximately 
$3,300, or 17 cents per dozen;'a differ- 
ence of $1,540. One thousand, five hun- 
dred and forty dollars, divided among 
seventy farmers equals $22 for each. So 
each member has received $22 for going 
to the small expense and trouble of plac- 
ing a. better quality of eggs on the mar- 
ket." 


LITTER IN THE POULTRY

OTHING la more conducive to health 
. and vigor in the flock than an 


abundance of litter in the poultry house. 
There -is a fine stimulant to exercise 
when the daily grain ration Is scattered 
in the litter, and the hens must scratch 
and work to find their food. Unthreshed 
grain Is excellent for hens; and It is a 
good practice to stack some .grain near 
the poultry house for the use of the 
poultry. One of the best small grains Is 
common pearl millet, well ripened. This 
makes fine litter and the small seeds 
are highly relished by poultry, old or 
young. If one does not have these, feeds 
afhand. chaff from the straw stack will 
make good litter, and there should be 
an abundance of It. It should be at 
least eight inches deep on the floor and 
It should be renewed as often as It be- 
come* damp and dirty. 


The hens must not suffer from cold 


feet, either by going out on the snow pr 
'by standing on cold, damp floors.- This, 
moro than any'other one thing, leads to 
disease in the flock and consequent lack 
of profit. 
Cold feet will reduce 
the 


hen's temperature and thus expose her 
to the germs of disease. Pasteur, the 
French scientist, desired to inoculate a 
hen with anthrax, but it was impossible 
to do so until the hen's temperature was 
reduced by compelling her to stand In 
coir! water. 
This proves conclusively 


that cold feet reduce the vitality of the 
flock. 


Whatever kind of floor, whether of 


wood, earth or cement. Is used in the 
rnultry house', it must of necessity be 
tnn onld fnr comfort, anywhere in Mjnr.

T.X, over the country infertile eggs 
' and chicks low in vitality is a com- 


mon complaint, and it is fast becoming 
an alarming condition, one that must be 
dea.lt with. 
All kinds of Ideas are of- 


fered as to cause; many suggest in- 
breeding, while otho's suggest the lack 
of freer range, neither of whox:h bear 
v£ry close relation to the real cause. 


Line breeding (commonly ' called in- 


breed ing) Is absolutely necessary that 
the height of breeding perfection .may' 
be attained. 
The fact that wild birds 


are Inbred and bave been from time im- 
memorial bears conclusive evidence that 
line or inbreeding has no effect upon 
fertility. Quails will lay a large number 
of ectss and will usually hatch every one 
of therh—strong, vigorous fellows, every 
one looking alike both in type and color. 


Birds kept in close quarters. If prop- 


erly cared for, will produce as great a 
percentage of fertility as those on free 
range. 


The secret all-lies In the feeding and 


care of the birds. 
The breeding hen 


should -be kept in breeding condition 
throughout the entire year. Hens forced 
for heavy egg production will not pro- 
duce a satisfactory percentage of fer- 
tility. In fact, the balanced rations, so 
generally used fi» egg forcing, are not 
practical feeds for the hens. Hens that 
have been forced to lay 
like 
smoke 


throughout the winter cannot be expect- 
ed to produce fertile eggs when wanted 
for hatching.

HAT "every plant that grows has 


some useful mission" is now gen- 


erally acknowledged. 
That the human 


race.has been, on the whole, more large- 
ly the beneficiary than the victim of 
weeds becomes evident to anyone who 
will consider what might have been the 
condition of largo portions of-the earth's 
surface but for the sclf-propagatlnp ac- 
tivities of the mvrlad forms of vegeta- 
tion which we call wecda. but which de- 
serve that roprobntory name only when 
they grow uninvited on land In wlilch 
we have undertaken to give other plants 
a monopoly of opportunity. 


The seeds of winds—borno by the 


winds, scattered by migratory 
birds, 


distributed by the flood waters of riv- 
ers, sown In tbo dung of animals, car- 
ried concealed in tho cargoes of ships 
and In the lading of camel*, or <!ls- 
mwnlnatcd by whatever other means- 
have been the mean* of covering the 
bare rocks and deserts of many a re- 
gion, la tit* course of a gen, with a cul- 


tivable soil, and thus preparing the land 
for human habitation. 


A "weed," too, has been the progenitor 


of many a plant now sedulously culti- 
vated In, field, garden and orchard.. Our 
wheat and oats are simply developments 
fronrnwo wild grasses: our apples and 
pears are the children of the wild rose; 
our melons, tomatoes, beets and caull- ' 
flower have come to us through ages of 
evolution, from insignificant weeds. 


And of the cbmmon weeds which lay 


so heavy a burden upon our agricul- 
ture to-day, quite a number are culti^ 
vated as money-making crops, for use. 
In the manufacture of chemicals, medi- 
cines and dye stuffs; and this not mere- 
ly In foreign countries, but In our own 
land. Even quack grass, that worst pest 
on the ordinary Minnesota farm. Is else- 
where valued as affording excellent pas- • 
turage. •

BE GOOD 
TO THE HENS 


A 


HEN can't lay unless It has an 
abundance of feed. Egg production 


Isn't made with,a one-grain diet, either. 
Hens like a variety in the menu, and 
, 


they have to have it before many eggs 
are laid. 


To be up in the front ranks in egg 


production, hens must have in their bill 
of fare grains of various kinds, animal 
food, green food, grit and fresh water. 
Not much of a variety, but many ~poul- 
trymen are asleep and aren't furnishing 
their chickens with the proper feed 
stuffs. Yet such men do the most com? 
plaining a">out their hens not being on 
the job. 


About an ounce of food a day is need- 


ed for every poun'd^a hen weighs. This 
estimate is followed by many successful 
poultrymen. .Enough lime is found in 
one pound of oyster shells for several 
dozen eggs. .Clover hay, well cured, will 
furnish* the;igTeen-food part 'of .tlie' ra- 
tion. 
, 


-The 
welfare 
of 
chickens 
must be 


looked after during the growing period, 
as no amount of pampering and petting 
at, maturity will compensate-for neglect 
then. 
Preparation and foresight must 


be practiced as much in poultry culture 
as in the successful growing- of a wheat, 
or corn crop. The man making- a mark 
in any undertaking takes a look ahead. 
The same applies in rearing- chickens 
for egg production. 
' Winter eggs come from hens of a 
good laying strain, housed 
in 
large, 


comfortable quarters, well lighted and 
dry, and 
an 
abundance of food. 
If 


th'ese requirements have been filled and 
still an . .£ production isn't forthcom- 
ing-, look for lice or mites. Perhaps the 
pullets weren't hatched early enough or 
the hens aren't getting exercise. Pos- 
sibly they are too old to lay. 


Don't overfeed the chickens or the 


winter egg production will go glimmer- 
ing. If the food gets down in the mud 
it becomes dirty, is wasted, and disease 
Is likely to be spread. Make the hena 
scratch for their feed in cold weather. 
When hens -:are made to scratch the 
losses from disease, especially cholera, 
are held in check during the shut-in 
periods of cold weather. Hens will be 
healthier -nd the drones will be obliged 
to use up extra energy, which promotes 
a full circulation of the blood. 


ProvtCi a 
scratching 
yard 
or a 


scratching shed in which wheat or oat 
straw is strewn at a depth of six to 
eight inches. Then throw the feed into 
thejStraw. Coarse chop, kaffir corn, oats 
and oats with other feeds, sugar cane, 
millet seed and chopped roots are suit- 
able for feeding this way. It is likely 
that an open scratching yard would not 
be very satisfactory if near or In range 
of the far«i dwelling, on account, of tha 


' straw being blown about by the wind. 


Under such conditions it probably would 
be advisable to fence the yard tight with 
boards around the bottom.—Industrial- 
ist, Kansas State Agricultural College.

FEW grasses are permanent, and tim- 


othy meadows as well as many 


'• other hay grasses, begin to deteriorate 
. 


within five or six years after they have 
been- seeded. 
By the second .or third 


year their roots have permeated the soil 
to a depth of sixteen or twenty inches. 
About the period of maturity each Indi- 
vidual plant sends up a number of buds 
just at or beneath the surface of the 
•• 


soil, which develop their own set of . - 
roots, and. thus the plants are perpetu-"••''•'•' 
ated.

I WHY SPREAD MANURE IN 


THE FALL?

VERT up-to-date farmer 
or land 


owner knows that .the keeping of 


farm land up to its highest possible state 
of fertility involves the. intelligent use 
of large quantities of barnyard manure. 
The question of when -and how to apply 
It most advantageously is, however, 
sometimes a puzzling one. Particularly 
Is this true in the case of the man who 
grows small grain only; it being well 
known, of course, that ' manure may 
prove a detriment rather than a benefit 
when its application is followed at once 
by a wheat or oats crop. But to the 
man who makes a practice of growing 
a cultivated crop each year, the disposal 
of the annual accumulation of barn- 
yard manure presents no serious prob- 
lem. He will apply, the manure to the 
land which is to receive the cultivated 
crop. 


There are two good reasons for sug- • 


gesting" that whenever possible' barn- 
yard manure should reach the fields in 
the faH rather than in the spring of the 
year* First, there is less waste of the 
elements of fertility by the leaching ef- 
fects of. the winter and spring rains. 
Second, when applied in the fall arid 
also turned under by fall plowing, de- 
composition sets in Immediately, pro- 
gresses slowly during the winter, then 
proceeds rapidly with the warming up 
of the soil in the spring. Nitrogen, one 
of the most important of the chemical 
elements to growing plants, Is thus made 
available for its use even before the 
crop is planted. 
Fall plowing, espe- 


cially when left rough, also puts the 
soil in the best possible condition for 
the absorption and retention of the win- 
ter an.', spring rains. If properly worked 
down in the spring, capillarity Is readily 
re-established with under soil and con- 
ditions made favorable for reducing to a 
minimum the loss of moisture by surface 
evaporation during the 
dry 
season. 


These conditions are not easily obtained 
when the manure is spread 
in 
the 


springtime. 
Hence, whenever possible, 


spread the manura and plow it under 
good and deep in the fall of ths year,

This state of repair and the resulting 


efficient1 service from. farm, machinery 
-igjay be secured In; a number of ways. 
i: i. Tne autnor has found it convenient to 


go over each machine when In storage. 
He takes his kit of tools and a supply 
; ' . of bolts and nuts, spring cotters and 


shipping tags with him. All the repalr- 


- Ing- that can be done, without ordering 


repairs, Is done. Loose nuts are straight- 
ened, . missing nuts or broken and lost 


: bolts are replaced and 
bent braces 


-straightened. Wood, parts are also re- 


— placed or repaired as necessary. 


This done, the repairs that need to be. 


'ordered or repairing that cannot be com- 
' pleted at this time, are noted on a ship- 


ping tag and the tag attached to the 
machine. Thus the tag attached to the 
gang plow might read as follows: "Bear- 
Ing for rolling coulter, Nos. M 392 and M 
393. 
1 M bolt 12x5 inches tongue. Sharp- 


en shares." The machine bolt was not 
in box, so would have to be ordered. 
Each machine is gone over in this way. 
When through the tags attached are in- 
spected and repairs noted. These are or- 
dered or made, as Is necessary, As soon 
as the repairs arrive or are made they 
are put on the machines and the tags 
checked. 
vFor some machines a stock of dupli- 
cate parts should be ordered. Take for 
example mowing: machines on an alfal- 
fa rancli. There should be on hand at 
all times extra knives, sections, rivets, 
wearing plates, ledger plates, guards, 
guard bolts, pitman and crank boxes. 
If the machines are old, perhaps a crank 
shaft gear and pinion should be had also. 
A similar list could be prepared for a 
combined thresher, self-binder, steam or 
gas tractor, as the case might be. 


Sometimes the weeding process Is nec- 


essary and some machines should be 
scraped. 
Machines doing 
Ineffectual 


work, Inconvenient to handle, or of ex- 
cessive draft, majj be profitably discard- 
ed and the more,' up-to-date 
machine 


purchased. But while this Is true, the 
need of repairs is little excuses for the 
purchase of a new machine.

1C the corn la stored by hanging it up 


\v'.t!i string or twine, it is a good plan 
to stretch several lengths of strong fence 
wire in the stororooro and suspend the 
strings of corn from thoHO wires, Where 
it is stored on rorn trees, the lower por- 
tion of the upright should bo completely 
wrapped with tin for a few Inches or a 
circular piece of tin fitted about this) 
lower portion, 


Another good method of storage -Is to 


malic up several crat«s and line them 
with window Boroon, They can be mnd« 
up In any size, preferably about 2 feot 
by 3 feot, using 4-Inch fence board nm- 
Vp.rlal !n maldns; them, By making the 
sides comparatively open, it permits a 
good circulation of air through the crate 
nnd «tlll the linings will prevent any 
damage from mice. Good seed corn de- 
serves ampk protection, 


PREPARING 
CREAM 
FOR 


CHURNING

E quality of butter produced by a 
dairyman 
depends 
very 
largely 


upon the treatment of the cream pre- 
vious to churning. Flavor is the onq 
great quality of butter fat over other 
-kinds of fat. Destroy the good flavor 
and you are destroying: the best quality 
of the butter, improve flavor arid you are 
raising the standard of the product on 
the market. 


The flavor of butter depends mainly 


upon the cream previous to churninsr. 
For this reason It Is very essential that 
care be taken In the preparation of the 
cream for churning. Filthy conditions 
In the cow stable and in the milk house 
are perhaps the most common sources 
of bad flavors In milk or cream. These 
are conditions, however, which can be 
controlled by any dairyman who has 
an eye for cleanliness. 


Filthy cows, and in many cases un- 


clean milkers, also have their effect upon 
the milk produced. It is impossible to 
milk a cow that has a cake of manure 
on her. thigh without getting some of 
the filth into the milk pail. If the cow 
Is kept well bedded and curried this 
source of trouble will be done away \rith 
to a great extent. 


"When dirt from the 'cow or from tha 


milker Is introduced into the milk there 
is not only introduced the bad flavor of 
the manure, but also some ferments 
common to the digestive tract. 
These 


ferments develop very rapidly in the 
milk if the temperature is favorable, as , 
milk contains the elements if food nec- 
essary for Bacterial growth. 
As this 


growth continues it decomposes; parts 
of -the milk, causing It not only to sour, 
but also bringing- about putrid flavors 
which are very objectionable in butter. 


Cream for. churning- should be allowed 


to sour at about 66 degrees F. 


If the cream does not ripen rapidly, 


as is often the case in the winter time, 
the addition of a small amount of but- 
termilk -will help the ripeningr process. 
Quite- often the flavor in butter is 
spoiled by making the cream too sour. 
There seems to be a growing demand 
In the cities for sweet crearn butter, as 
It usually has a fresh clean taste. Sweet 
cream, however, is difficult to churn and 
the loss of fat 
In the buttermilk ia 


usaully greater than in the case of the 
sour cream. 


euch clubs in their schools have been 
much pleased at the interest taken.

"Israel Hath Not Obtained." 


Centuries 
passed. 
Abraham 
and 


Isaac, and Jacob, to whom that prom- 
ise was successively made, all died; 
and Jacob on his death bed handed 
down the gracious inheritance of the 
wonderful promise to his twelve sons, 
who there became the nation of Israel. 
The foundation of Israel's hopes' as a 
nation is that promise made to Abra- 
ham, in which they still trust. The 
spectacle of a faith triumphing for 
four thousand years is a glorious one, 
and it will shortly have its reward. 


In due timef at Mount Sinai God en-, 


tered into a; Cove'naht with the chil- 
dren of Israel; by which He agreed to 
, bless them' and to fulfil in them the 
Abrahamic promise that they, as Abra- 
ham's seed, should bless all the na- 
tions of the earth. The only condition 
connected with the promise was that 
they were to Show their fitness to be 
the Divine channel of blessing to the 
Vorld and their obedience to the Di- 
vine I^aw which was delivered to them 
on two tables of stone.

Abraham's Seed the Elect. 


But Abraham was to have a still 


higher Seed, numerically less, for it is 
written, "Thy Seed shall be as the 
stars of heaven, and as the wands of 
the seashore." 
That superior Abra- 


hamic Seed, "as the stars of heaven;" 
a spiritual Seed, must be developed 
and glorffied first, before the 'blessing 
can come to his earthly seed. 


Saint Paul, explaining the situation, 


says that-the Law Covenant was add- 
ed to fill up the time between Abra- 
ham and the proper time for -the spir- 
itual Seed. The Christ. It "was added 
because of transgression"—because sin 
had abounded in.the world and so de- 
graded humanity that it was necessary 
to lift up as a standard of .righteous- 
ness the Law of the Ten Command- 
ments, to take the place ot the Di- 
vine Law which was originally written 
In Adam's character. 
When -he was 


created in the image and likeness of 
God Adam needed no Tables of Law 
to teach him right from wrong, even 
as God. needs none. 
.Saint Paul*explains further, saying, 
"Israel -hath not obtained that which 
he seeketh for, but the election hath 
obtained it, and the rest were blinded." 
(Romans si, 7.) * Israel "desired to be 
the Bride of Messiah—to have the very 
choicest blessings which God had. to 
give. And Israel .got that .so far as its 
people were, prepared 
therefor. 
• The 


"elect'' obtained it—a remnant of Is- 
rael, numerically small as compared to 
the whole, were found upon test, to be

Israel's Promised Deliverer. 


As a consolation God assured Israel 


that He would send the Deliverer, 
One still greater than Moses who had 
delivered them from the 
Egyptian 


bondage. This greater Deliverer would 
deliver them from the greater bondage 
of sin and death, so that they, would t 
be able to obey the Divine Law and 
be used of God in blessing and in- 
structing other nations. This Greater 
.than Moses they were assured would 
inaugurate a New Law Covenant, 
based upon better sacrifices than the 
blood of bulls and goats, and He was 
known to them as Messiah, the Mes- 
senger of the New Covenant. In Him, 
therefore, they came to hope; for Him 
they waited; in the prospect of His 
coming they delighted. 


But although the Law Covenant, 


made nothing perfect—although it did' 
not accomplish the thing Israel had 
hoped, it did accomplish much. 
It 


served to lift that one nation, reli- 
giously, high above all the other na- 
tions of their day, so that when the 
time- came for God to send His Son 
into the world to be man's Redeemer— 
to die. the Just for the unjust, for 
man's reconciliation, as the Atonement 
for his sin—at that time there were 
a few thousand saintly Jews who 
waited for the consolation, the com- 
fort, the blessing -which God had 
promised them through Messiah—re- 
lease from the bondage of sin and 
death.
